1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 3, 5-1 1 , 23, and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Regarding claims 3, 5, 10, 1 1, 23, 25, 29, 30, "evaluating how well the user 
performed the practical exercise" lacks antecedent basis. 

4. Claim 1 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: The term "ore" is 
incorrect. Appropriate correction is required. Claims 18-20 are objected to as being 
dependent on the objected claim 1 7. 

5. In claims 6-1 1 and 26-30, the step of determining is indefinite regarding the 
limitation where one multiple choice question or one essay question is presented. 
Moreover, use the term "corresponds" is indefinite since the exam item is claimed to 
include the practical exercise, rather than an equivalent or parallel. 

6. Claims 1-2, 4, 12-16, 21-22 and 24 are allowed.
